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Income tax 


This law has been on the books for several years now, but a reminder is 
always a benefit. The Missouri Board of Geologist Registration is required 
to give your Social Security Number to the Department of Revenue be- 
fore granting a new license or a renewal. If you are an existing licensee, 
your SSN will be provided to the DOR approximately 30 days before your 
renewal. The DOR will determine if you owe any back income taxes or if 
you’ve failed to file an income tax return in the past three years. If so, you 
will be notified. You will have 90 days from that notification to take care of 
the tax liability or your license will be suspended until you are in compli- 
ance. If you are applying for a new license, your SSN will be given to the 
DOR within 30 days of your application. If you are not in compliance, your 
application will not be considered until you are in compliance. The current 
requirements became effective with the passage of House Bill 978 (2004). 
You may recall that House Bill 600, passed in 2003, required revocation for 
non-compliance. The law was changed in 2004 to require suspension. The 
law is section 324.010 RSMo.

Gary J. Pendergrass, RG, PE 


New Board Member 


Gary Pendergrass is a Registered Geol- 
ogist and Registered Professional Engi- 
neer with over thirty years of experience 
in management of major engineering and 
environmental projects. Mr. Pendergrass 
is an expert in site investigation and re- 
mediation, environmental management, 
and environmental public relations, and 
has a wealth of successful experience in regulatory negotiations 
and environmental litigation. 


Mr. Pendergrass currently serves as Manager of Environmental 
Compliance with City Utilities of Springfield, MO, and previously 
served the utility as Assistant to the Manager of Engineering 
and Planning. Gary rejoined the utility after retirement from 
Syntex Corporation, where he served as President of Agribusi- 
ness Technologies, Inc. During his association with Syntex, 
Mr. Pendergrass completed major hazardous waste cleanups 
at the Syntex Agribusiness, Inc. Springfield (MO) and Verona 
(MO) plant sites and, most recently, headed up the Eastern Mis- 
souri Dioxin Project, a nationally-recognized hazardous waste 
cleanup project involving 29 dioxin-contaminated sites, including 
Times Beach. The Eastern Missouri Dioxin Project is the largest 
hazardous waste cleanup project ever completed in EPA Region 
VII, and one of the largest in the nation. The “mixed work” settle- 
ment agreement negotiated by Mr. Pendergrass for the Eastern 
Missouri Dioxin Project was termed a “model for the nation” by 
EPA. During his association with City Utilities, Mr. Pendergrass 
has completed a number of projects involving dam inspection 
and rehabilitation, landfill design and construction, coal sourc- 
ing and supply, and water resource development; and is cur- 


rently managing a federally-funded research project to evaluate 
the feasibility of carbon capture and sequestration (CCS) in the 
state of Missouri. As a private consultant, Mr. Pendergrass has 
also provided litigation support and expert testimony on issues 
such as soil and groundwater contamination, foundation failure, 
ground movement, groundwater depletion, karst geology, blast- 
ing damage, and construction techniques/commercial terms. 


Mr. Pendergrass holds Bachelor of Science Degrees in Engi- 
neering Geology and Stratigraphy from Missouri State Univer- 
sity, and both Bachelor of Science and Master of Science De- 
grees in Geological Engineering from the University of Missouri 
— Rolla. He has served on the Boards of Directors of Syntex 
Agribusiness, Inc. and Agribusiness Technologies, Inc., in addi- 
tion to public service on the Missouri Air Conservation Commis- 
sion, Springfield/Greene County (MO) Environmental Advisory 
Board, Watershed Committee of the Ozarks, Valley Water Mill 
Task Force, and Springfield/Greene County Vision 20/20 Work- 
group. Gary has been featured in MSM Alumnus (a quarterly 
publication of the University of Missouri — Rolla), and his work 
on the Eastern Missouri Dioxin Project has received national 
recognition from Renew America and the National Awards 
Council for Environmental Sustainability, as well as the Keep 
America Beautiful National Awards Campaign. 


Gary is married and has two sons. His wife, Anita, is a Medical 
Transcriptionist with Mattax Neu Prater Eye Center in Spring- 
field, MO. His older son, Ben, is a Civil Engineer with Olsson 
Associates in Overland Park, KS and his younger son, Matt, is 
an Account Executive with Datacore Marketing in Westwood, 
KS.

As unit chief of geologists that evaluated 
the geology and hydrology of hazardous 
waste sites in Missouri, she faced some 
of the most rewarding challenges of her 
career. Mimi was the lead geologist in 
characterizing dioxin contamination at 
the infamous Times Beach and multiple 
sites in Missouri where both groundwa- 
ter and soils were contaminated with 
radioactive material from the Manhattan 
Project legacy. 


Deputy Division Director 

For six years, beginning in 1994, Mimi 
served as the Division’s Deputy Director 
and for two years, she served as interim 
lead for the Water Resources Program. 
In this capacity, Mimi was the Governor’s 
representative regarding interstate river 
issues. 


A career spanning more than 27 years 


She was also a delegate to both the Up- 
per Mississippi River Basin Association 
and the Missouri River Basin Associa- 
tion where water politics has greatly in- 
fluenced the management of these two 
great river systems. 


At a dinner reception in Rolla, MO on 
July 25, 2008 retiring State Geologist, 
Mimi Garstang unassumingly accepted 
a well deserved recognition for her 8 
years of robust service to the Missouri 
Board of Geologist Registration and the 
citizens of Missouri. 


Division Director 

In June 2000, Mimi was appointed by 
the Governor as State Geologist and Di- 
vision Director, the position from which 
she retired August 1, 2008.

Mimi has often stated that she sincere- 
ly appreciates the honor of serving as 
Missouri's State Geologist, and that 
she feels very fortunate her hobby and 
personal interests both lie in her profes- 
sion. 


Major Milestones

¢ Missouri’s 18th State Geologist, Mimi 
is the first female to hold the position 
since the agency was created in 1853. 

¢ In 2003, the division marked its 150th 
birthday with an open house. Visitors 
and dignitaries came from across the 
state. The Missouri Geologic Map was 
updated that year. It was Missouri's first 
digital version. 

¢ Mimi served on the Missouri Well In- 
stallation Board, the Missouri Land 
Reclamation Commission, the Missouri 
Geologist Registration Board, the Oil 
and Gas Council, the Industrial Miner- 
als Council and represented Missouri as 
a member of the Central United States 
Earthquake Consortium. 

¢ At their 100th Anniversary meeting in 
June 2008, Mimi was voted into honor- 
ary membership of the American Asso- 
ciation of State Geologists. 

¢ Mimi was recently honored by Missouri 
First Lady Melanie Blunt during the in- 
augural First Lady Awards ceremony in 
the Business and Innovation category.
